“ The public,” he declared,. “ has a higb 
appreciation of. either our incompetency or 
of the difficulties -besetting us, because it 
forever is advising us how to manage our. 
business. 

“There are our friends the newspaper fra 
ternity, who, to meet public expectation, are 
compelled at all times to be oracles of wis- 


ing about. They are expected to know 21! 
about mining and selling coal and always to 
be amazed at, the stupidity of our manage- 
ment. 

Hits Politicians and “Reformers.” 

“Then there is the disinterested, altru- 
istic ‘walking delegate,’ who, though ‘he 
toils not, neither does he spin,’ is delighted to 
exercise a benevolent supervision over both 
capital and labor. We receive, too, little 
praise but much censure from the big and 
litte statesmen and politicians, who give 
no employment and pay no wages, but ex- 
change sympathetic talk and promises for 

“ ‘There is still another class of wise men } 
willing to aid us—the emotional reformers 
and idealista, each one of whom believes him- 
self competent to make a better world than 
He who in the beginning created it and pro- 
nounced it good. 

Says Common Sense Is Lacking. 
“If we could eliminate all these we prob- 
ably could find a remnant of people of good 
common sense to judge our acts with right- 
éous judgment. In full faith that my andi- 
ence tonight is of this remnant I venture 
to address you.”

Explanation of the “Casings.” 

What is termed cattle casings consist, as 

stated, of the skins of the intestined, blad- 
Gera, and gullets carefully cleaned and made 
into a product for packing sausage and simi- 
lar meat products, and sometimes for snuff. 
One great industry which has for its basis 
the casings is the manufacture of strings 
for violins, guitars, and other instruments. 
The product is also used to put on the heads 
of bottles. 

The casings are classified as follows: 

Beef middie casings, put up fifty-seven feet to the 
eet. It takes about three cattle to makéaset. The 
Market price varies from 35 cents to 60 cents a set. 

Round casings, put up in sets of 100 feet, worth 
fom 1 to 15 cents a set. 

Bung casings, the price of which varies from 7 to 
41 cents a set.

President T, A. Rickert of the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America gave out a state- 
ment representing the position of union labor 
in regard to the sympathetic strike of the 
teamsters.’

Windsor-Clifton Hotel Boycotted. 

One of the most important developments 
of the day was the , boycotting of the 
Windsor-Clifton hotel. The fact that twelve 
nonunion meh employed by Montgomery 
Ward & Go. had found lodging in thehotel 
came to the ears of the union leaders and 
the place was promptly put under the union 
ban. The big hotel with its 250 guests was ; 
shut ‘off practically from all supplies after 
6 o'clock t night, 

Previou the Continental hotel, Madison 
etreet and: Wabash avenue, was threatened 
with similar treatment. The nonunion men 
were housed theré first. As soon as Presi- 
dent Shea of the teamstere’ brotherhood 
heard of it he insisted that Manager Vaughan 
turn the men out. The hotel management 
finally complied and the men went to the 
Wipdsor-Clifton. 

Shea promptly headed a committee to tn- 
forth’ Manager Edwin Frost of that hotel 
that he must turn out his new guests or suf-

Monday morning.” replied Frost, “and J 
can't do it.” 
“Then we'll cut’ off your groceries, meat, 
ice, milk, coal, beer, and stop all delivery of 
baggage,”’ declared Shea. 
Pickets Turn Away Supplies. 

Pickets were placed about the Windsor- 
Clifton at 5 o’clock, and as fast as market and 
other delivery. wagons appeared to deliver 
supplies the drivers were ordered to turn 
back. Five wagons from the John Sexton & 
Co, grocery were turned away before 6 
olclock. A ba express wagon from the 
Frank E. Scott Transfér company, with a 
load of trunks belonging to incoming gucsts, 
also was compelled to go back. * 

Under the direction of Michael F. Keélly, 
business agent of the grocery and market 
drivers’ union, pickets operated about the 
hotel until midnight. They were told to ap- 
péar at their stations again at daybreak. 

“TY can’t understand how I am involved in 
this strike,”’ said Manager Frost. “I was 
called on the telephone and asked if I could 
furnish rooms for twelve men until Monday 
morning. I replied that I could. Scarcely 
had my guésts arrived when I was told that 
my hotel would be boycotted. Then a squad 
of pickets appeared. I haven’t succeeded In 
getting in any supplies tonight, but we have 
sothe on hand, and I guess we'll be able to 
serve breakfast all right in the morning.”’ 

“ We'll see to it that not an ounce of any- 
thing in the way of supplies enters the Wind- 
sor-Clifton until those twelve mer have 
left,” sald Business Agent Kelly. “ Yes, we 
will not even permit the baggage of guests, 
either coniing'or going, to leave or enter this 
hotel. If people want to sleep there they can. 
However, I understand that some theatrical 
people who are members of the actofs’ union 
have lodgings there, and we have sent word 
to the officials that they should be instructed 
to move.”

| Acid, in Eggs, Thrown. , 

‘Egg shell bombs containing some powerful 
acid were thrown in the afternoon at teame 
and their escort of police, conveying mer- 
chandies from Montgomery Ward & Co.'s 
to the freight station of the Northwestern 
,raliroad at State and Kinzie streets. Polie¢- 


map J. J. Meyers of the Central detail was. 


burned slightly by the acid and so were 
several horses. 

This is the first time that acid throwing 
has been resorted to by sympathizers in a 
Chicago strike. | 

No one knows exactly who threw the eggs. 
Several of them were thrown from the State 
street viaduct as the teams paseed under it 


on. their way to the freight depot, a few yardss 


away. Others seemed to come from win- 
dows of neighboring buildings. 

It was the moet sensational episode during 
the strike violence, and was repudiated hy 
teamsters who heard of it, The caravan 
consisting of three heavily laden wagons, 
headed by a platoon of police in charge’of 
Sergeant Mahoney and a patrol wagon and 
convoyed by seventy-five policemen, with 
Assistant Chief Schuettier and Capt. Gibbons 
in chareé, had passed safely through the 
crowded streets, and the policemen had re-

they plunged with the pain and could be re- 
strained with difficulty. Several policemen 
sprang to their heads, and the caravan was 
thrown into confusion... 
At the same instant one of the eggs struck 
Policeman Meyers in the face, He danced 
about yelling with pain. One of his hands 
was burned also. 

A man picked up one of the 
eggs and examined it. Apparently the orig- 
ina] contents had been blown out of the egg, 
and some chemical substituted. The aper- 
ture had been closed with a piece of cloth 
pasted neatly over it. ; 

The egg throwing marked the closing inci- 
dent of violence during efforts begun early 
in the morning by Montgomery Ward & Co. 
to send their merchandise shipments to the 
various freight depots in their own wagons 
and by the several express companies. Six- 
teen wagon loads of freight were moved in 
the firm's own vehicles, and nearly thirty 
loads in express wagons. Ordinarily the 
firm's wagons take out seventy-five loads 
daily. Fifty wagon deliveries were made to 
the firm by various city firma. . 


Blockades Attempted in Vain. 

Trouble was expected when shortly after 
2 o’clock in the afternoon three wagons were 
started for the Northwestern freight depot. 
At the same time three other wagons were 
started for the Burlington depot at Canal 
and Polk streets. The last was under charge 
of Inspector Lavin and sixty men. The 
caravan headed for the Northwestern sta- 
tion passed north through Michigan avenue, 
thence west In Washington street to Dear- 
born. Near Dearborn the first trouble was 
experienced when the drivers of two wag- 
ons got in the way of the procession. Sergt. 
Mahoney and his squad clubbed the drivers, 
who got out of the way hastily. At Dear- 
born and Randolph streets another attempt 
to blockade the wagons was made by drivers 
of coal wagons, but it was unsuccessful. A 
man named John Pearson said things to the 
policemen at South Water street and was 
arrested. 

No “further incident occurred until] the 
acid throwing. At the barns, Indiana and 
Seneca streets, where the wagons were taken 
after they had dischafged their loads, Jo- 
seph Cullen, a union teamster,. assaulted 
Driver Joseph Smith. It was the last act 
‘of violence and the last arrest of the day. 


Ironworkers Throw Rivets. . 

The other caravan proceeded west in Mon- 
roe street. to Market street, and thence to 
Canal street by way, of Jackson boulevard, 
followed and preceded by large crowds that 
gave way at intervals before the energetic 
clubbing of the police. At the new Majestic 
theater building some structural iron work- 
ers threw a lot of rivets at the drivers and 
policemen. Gus Lunden thought this was a 
good joke until a policeman clubbed him. 

“My spine is broken!” yelled Lenden, 
bending nearly double. Another policeman 
struck him on the other side and he was 
bundled into a patrol wagon. 

Several thousand men, women, and boys 
surrounded an express wagon of the Wells- 
Fargo company in Madison street, just west 
of Wabash avenue, during the noon hour. 
Men armed with clubs and stones ited | 
the police, who could not disperse the mob. 
The driver of the vehicle, after being beaten, 
fied, leaving a small boy incharge. _ 

Imported Guards Aid Police. 

Thirty-eight private detectives or: guards, 
brought to Chicago from other cities, are 
supplementing the efforts of the 200 police. 
men engaged in strike duty. Without these 
guards, who are under the leadership of 
Walter Hayes, it would have been difficult 
if not impossible for Montgomery Ward & 
Co. to deliver any shipments in their own 
wagons to the freight depots. 

The guards are quiet men, whose white

fered and verbally accepted the office of di- | 
rector. When it. was suggested to him that 
he had not protected himself sufficiently he 
replied that he intended to give them loyal 
service and relied on securing their gratitude 
and support.

A few 
shots were exchanged between egvalry out- 
posts, which the general staff at St. Peters- 
burg converted into a victorious battle. 
What splendid prodigies of lying that staff 
has performed in its official reports during 
Ahe present war!

At home the war with the people has | 


been condacted with considerable vigor on 
both sides. In Warsaw the troops fired on 


a parade of Jews, killing four and wounding 


thirty-eight. Hundreds of people in Warsaw 
have been knouted by Cossacks for passing 
too near to the government buildings. At 
Lodz, Poland, thirty-eight were killed and 
sixty wounded by the troops. 

At Batum, Kars, and Erivan anarchy. 
In Georgia a revolt. In Armenia the at- 
tempt made by Russian agents to incite the 
Mussulmans against the Christians (non- 
orthodox) has failed. Both sects hate the 
Muscovites too much to fall upon each other. 
For centuries the mainspring of Russian 
domestic government has been “ divide ét 
impera "—divide and conquer. The Polish 
Catholics have been arrayed against the 


Jews; the Russians against the Baltic prov- |

bureaucrats against aristocrats. But now 
the whole bad system is coming to an end.

TIH we all attain unto the unity .of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, ulito a 
full grown mah, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ.—BDph., tv.; 13. 

HE damage done by the divergencies of 
Christians has been too great to Admit 
of much difference of opinion as to the 
desirability of unity. Practically au 
attempts at unification have been on 

creedal lines; many of them have but led to 
deeper divisions, 

Here, however, is an entirely practicable 
platform for Christian unky. It sets its 
basis in chafacter rather than in creed. The 
unity of the faith is to come by approxima- 
/ tion to a common likeness and not by stultin- 
cation of the mind to any common system of 
logic; by growth and not by repression; not 
by cutting out the divergencies but by de- 
veloping the essentials held in common. And 
these essentials are found to be not in any 
statements even of the most vital beliefs, but 
in the yealigation of a certain type of char- 
acter, Christly character is the common 
pessession of.ali true Christians. It is their 
distinguishing mark. Practically a Christian 
man is a Christian, no matter what his creed; 
| character is the stamp that determines this 
coinage. 

The great world has long recognized this 
scriptural standard as the only worth while 
test of orthodoxy. It receives as Christian 
ohly the things that are Christlike. Refusing 
to be bothered with bickering over subtle 
speculations, it knows men by what they are, 
leaving what they think to take care of itself. 
Men know that the church is one not because 
they say the same words, but because they 
do the same works, 

So long as the mind lives it will be impos- 
sibie to conform all minds to any one idea, 
but lives find it easy to be conformed to some 
great ideal. And the greater the ideal the 
larger the number who can make it their 
type. So great is Christ that every man finds 
something worthy in him. Drawn. to hit, 
men are drawn. to one another. Nothing 
leads like a@ life; this life leads and lifts. It 
is the magnet of all manhood. It imparts 
| life, Knowing him, virtue becomtes. vital, 
He sets the standard and he furnishes the in- 
spiration to reach it. He is more than the 
toundation of the church; he is its force: 

The churches may never present to the 
| world a solid front of coldly formulated argu- 
mehts, of metaphysical definitions, of divin- 
ity and destiny. But they must and they do 
present to all criticism and all opposition 


athrijl with admiration of and devotion to 
his all glorious life, pulsating with the power 
of that divine life, inspired with the vison 
of what that life must do for the world, of the 
day wheh all men shall have his life and al!

Fliqwer Adams (Great Harlow, England, 
22, 1805—Lendon, August, 1848) is’ the 
author of the hymn which is the best known of all 
those written by women. She was the daughter 
of the editor of the Cambridge Intelligencer and 
was married to William B. Adams, a celebrated 
engineer and inventor. Though written as recently 
as 1840, this hymn stands amongst the foremost in 
the list of the ten great hymns of the Christian 
church. In the United States it would be im- 
possible to find a hymnal from which ft is omitted. 
This may be due, in part, to the tune to which it 
was set by the father of American church music, 
Dr. Lowell Mason. ** Bethany ** is wedded to 
the hymn here, while in England, where it is 
sung to other tunes, it is not nearly so well known, 
Written by an Englishwoman, this hymn has been 
carried to all parts of the world by American 
travelers, and American missionaries have trans-
